The Decorations. 

Every house that was owned or oceupied by 
en irishmanin St. Louis to-day was decorate 
ai With flags and wreaths.

Forming in Line. 

At 12:30 the societies had already begun to 
form on Broadway, and in the midst of the 
sea Of people who surrounded the trysting 
place the gay green plumes of t@e different 
orders eould be seen pushing @hither 
and thither among the crowd. 
The grand marshal and his 
aids had taken up their position at the inter- 
section of Broadway and ©’Fallon  stree:, 
and they formed quite a gallaut-looking 
coterie. Mr. Fitzpatrick, the Grand Marshal, 
was mounted upon a poweriul horse, which 
exhibited much restiveness at the throws of

Garry Owen and the ‘*‘Colleen das erocan oa 


mo,’’ with which his unaccustomed ears 
were saluted. ‘The mounted part of the pro- 
cession were all exceilently equipped, and the 
little knot of gentlemen were the center of 
acontinued crush of interested spectators. 
Every body in thefcrowd aisplayed the nation- 
al emblems and shbamrocks,fand green rib- 
bons were borne proudly upon every breast. 

The first division to form was No. 2 of the 
A. O. H., Mr. Michael Muldering marshal. 
This division is about sixty strong and was 
leu by the Mitcbel FieldjBand. The remarkab e 
regalia ofthe Ancient Order looked exceed- 
ingly well upon these gentlemen. Division 
No. 2 bore tive splendid banners, two of them 
being the American ensign and the other three 
national flags. 

The other divisions of the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians formed along 0’Fallon street, ua- 
til there were fully one thousand men of the 
order ranged along the. street in the ten divi- 
sions. 

Division No. 1. with 180 men, was under 
the care of Marshal Richard O’Reillv; Joln 
Walsh, president. This division have the finest 
banner inthe procession, and were a fine, 
scldierly-looking tot of men. 

Division No. 5, James Maher marshal, 
Francis McFarland president, turned out 
with 110. Avery fine appearance’ was pre- 
sented by this body. All of the boysare ine, 
tall, good-looking Irishmen. 

Division No. 9 with 100 men came next. 
William Berrigan was next in line, with the 
usual number of pretty banvers. No. 9 was 
headed, among other musicians, by Phil. Shea 
with a bag-pipe which he handled finely. 

Division No. 8 was assigned the place of honor 
inthe procession, with eizhty men in line, 
Ricbard Barret marshal, John Dowling presi- 
dent. This division took the lead in the line 
of march and were followed by the other di- 
visions without regard to the number of the 
division. but in accordance with their acei- 
dental position alopg O’Fallon street. The 
two benevoient divisions formed the rear of 
the Pe  ? i. 

The Parade. 

At one the bands on Sixth and 
O’Falion struck up, **Come back to Erin, 
mavourbneen, mavourneen,’’ and with the 
first bars the orderto move was given and 
the line got under way. The-orderin whica 
the divisions of the <Ancieat Order 
moved was &, 6, 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 7,9, 10, and the 
line held fully 1,200. Next came the Benevo- 
lent Division, John McCormack Grand Mar- 
shal, with two societies—the Shamrock and 
the lL nited Sons of Erin. The Shamrock socie- 
ty had 300 men in line Mr. Monaghan president, 
David Hogan, marshal. It was preceded by 
abanner with the legend, ‘‘Remember the 
Orphans” and some other very pretty devices. 
The last banner of the Shamrocks had an alle- 
gorical device representing “KE in the Gem of 
the Ocean and America the Land of the Free.”’ 
The Shamrock presented the best appearance 
in the line. 

- The United Sons of Erin turned ont with 
three hundred menin line, headed by the 
Orpheus band. The front of the line was fill- 
ed by Francis Noonan, the president, and 
Michael Moonev, marshal. The Sons 
of Krin strung out in an 
apparently interminable line, the 
long course being relieved every now and then 
by banners of much elegance and beauty, 
bearing legends expressive of their sentiments 
both to their adopted country and to their old 
home oversea. The line of march was closed 
up by Col. Billv Ryder, who headed the citi- 
zens’ division, and who made quite an affect- 
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ing speech to a PosT-DISPATCH reporter as | 
be rode by. 

The music all along the line was of an excel- 
leut quality, and the selections played were of 
course all lrish. The band heading the Sons 
of Emn Benevolent Society was composec 
solely of very small boys, ail inmates of the 
Catholic Orphan Asylum, and dressed iu a 
gray uniform. The little fellows, with their 
tifes, succeeded certainly in producing the 
most truly martial andinspiriting music to be 
heard in the line, 

The absence of the Temperance Division, as 
a whole, from the procession, had the effect 
of largely curtailing its fair proportions, as 
their absence took at once over eighteen 
hundred men out of the usual size of the pro- 
cession. 

The Line of March. 

As previously stated in the PoST-DISPATCH 
the line of march was west on ©’Fallon street 
to Sixth street; south on Sixth to Biddle; 
west on Biddle to Jefferson avenue; south on 


Jefferson avenue to Lucas Place; east on Lu- 
cas Place to Sixteenth street; south on Six- 
teenth to Clark avenue; east on 
Clark avenue and Myrtle street 
to Fifth; north on Fifth tu 
Washington avenue; west on Washington 
avenue to Twelfth; south on Twelfth to Lo- 
cust, Where the column was reviewed by the 
grand marshal. 

As far asthe weather was concerned, a bet- 
ter day has not occurred for years, but uoder- 
foot the condition of the streets was simply 
horrible. Mud ankle deep covered ali the 
streetsin the vitinity of the starting point, 
and mud varving in depth from one inch toa 
foot was the unvarying experienve upon every 
thoroughfare passed over. ‘The streets, how- 
ever, were covered with men, women and 
children, all hurrying for asignt of the 
parade, and not one of them 
willing to move au iach 
one Wuv oranotherto oblige the bes. mano’ 
living, and nuw)erless were the disputes in 
whicn the crowding and pushing cuimsnated. - 
The procession was headed by a platoon of 
mounted police under the command of Sergt. 
MacDonald, and quitea number of policemen 
were congregated along the route,where their 
utmost efforts to preserve orderinthe crowd 
were needed. Incidents of the march were 
numerous. A darkey, several shader darker 
than Erebus, and blossoming in ansenormous 
shamirock and rose, followed clo-ely inthe 
footprints’ of the Grand Marshal 
for a square or two along 
Biddle street, to the 
enlertainment of the crowd. Everybody 
seemed tobe inexcelient humor, and every 
now and then some enthusiastic yentleman in 
ihe crowd on the pavement would shoué én- 
couragement to a friend in the ranks. ‘Those 
appearing totake the most inferes¢. in the 
paiade Were certainly the virls, woo lined 
voth sides of the streets through which the so- 
cielies passed. Their pretty faces and brizht 
eyes seemed to grow pretlier and brigitter as 
Lhe boys in green cume up. 

The Grand Review. 

The eastern balcony of the Laclede Hote! 
was gaily festooned with green and orange 
streamers and adorned with wreaths of flow- 
ers forthe use of ths Knights of St. Patrick 
and the oflice:s of the City Governineat who 
Mere review Lhe procession 
7 that point. Those present

The procession will not pass the hotel until 
about 4 o’clock, and the review will no doubt 
be a most interesting one. Mr. Johu Fiun,the 
Sheriff, will present the grand marshal of the 
paradej with the badge of the Knuights 
of St. Patrick, ub very beau- 
tiful affair chastelyffJdesigned of gold. 
Already the streets avout tne Hotel and 
Court-house are packed with thousands of 
people who are all struggling to 
secure seeing space, and many 
of themh succeeding but poorly, the Court- 
house steps are fairly massed with people,and 
ifthe parade is not as large as on former 
years the crowd is certainly larger.

According to estimates of the memballe of 
the A. O. H. the line. of march contained 
1,800 men. . 

By common consent this is regarded as the 
most orderly and decorous St. Dataick’s day 
ever seenin St. Louis. 

Dealers in shamrocks and green badges 
drove athriving trade in the vicinity of St. 
Patrick’s Church to-day. 

‘The Sons of Erin were numerous to-day, 
judging from the bits of green bunting and 
ribbons to be seen everywhere. 

The Irish American Benevolent Society did 
not turn out as anticipated; they could have 
added three hundred men tv the procession. 

Drowning the shamrock is a very peculiar 

erformante to the uninitiated. The process 
ooks as though one must first eat his trefoil. 

One allegorical saloon keeper on Franklin 
avenue has twined together a festoon of sham- 
rock, cak leaves, thistles and an oceasional 
‘eek. He himself is a German. No other 
mind could have thought out the combina- 
tion.

Causes of the Irish Distress—The Story 
About Bribing Grant Denied—Notes.

NEW YORK, March 17.—James Redpath, 
the Tribune’s correspondent in Ireland, has 
collected more important letters received by 
him from Catholic priests inthe counties of 
Sligo, Mayo, Galway and Clare, where the 
distress is most prevalent. Hiundreds of fam- 
ilies have pawned or sold their clothes and 
household effects to get food, and have noth- 
| ing of their own, as the frequent saving is, 

except the daylight, the water and a house 
full of hungry children. The present distress 
is ascribed to four causes—wet seasons, de- 
‘celine in value of stock and produce, the land 
system, and the credit system which has 
crown up in the past thirty years. Canon 
Finn, parish priest of Bailymote, writes: 
**We have in Ireland a land system unknown 
and unheard of elsewhere. It is a feudal 
legacy, and a baneful one, which no country 
but a weak and enslaved one would tolerate 
for & Moment.’’ 
EMPLOYMENT FOR EMIGRANTS, 

A man and wife and seven children, driven 
from Ireland by famine, and utterly desti- 
tute, were forwarded last night to Turners- 
ville, Conn,., by the superintendent of Castle 
Garden, who has secured employment 
jor them in woollen mills. Jackson 
has secured employment for others previously 
arrived, advancing money to pay their fares. 
There are four families in Castile Garden un- 
provided for.

ROME, March 17.—During aspeechin the 
Italian Chamber of Deputies last evening 
Premier Cairoli inquired whether the Cabinet 
of theRight displayed great political wisdom in 
1870 when thev announced that they 
would respect the convention with 
France ruaranteeing the integrity 
of the Papal territory only afew days before 
the force of events drove them into Rome, 
Lanza, Premier when Rome was occupied by 
the French, denied that his Government took 
that step unwillingly. A scene of 
wild confusion and uproar ensued. 
Furious attacks were bandied between the 
Right and Left, drowning the _ voices 
ofthe speakers. The declarations of Lanza, 
Sella and Visconte Venosta included some cu- 
rious revelations regarding the Government’s 
course toward France and the Pope and 
respecting the September convention. 
Crispi asserted that there were differences 
of opinion in Lanza’s Cabinet about occupy- 
ingRome. Lanza denied this absolutely, but 
Sella confirmed it, almost occasioning a 
quarrel between Lanzaand Sella. The site 
ting was one of the most sensational in the 
annals of the Italian Parliament. :

A Jail Broken Open and a Prisoner

The Senate is threatened with a scandal 
dirtier even than the Acklen business, which 
the Democrats in the House are hoping will 
be forgotten. Senator Kellogg, of Louisiana, 
to-day caused to be read in the Senate a 
statement madein several Southern papers 
that he had endeavored to drag Senator Hill, 
of Georgia, into dirty waters by way of forc- 
ing him to cease his attempts to unseat Kel- 
logg. Mr. Kellogg deciared the statement 
false, and asked for 4 committee of investiga- 
tion. and the matter will come up for consid- 
eration on Monday. Meantime Mrs. Belva 
Lockwood, a lawyer here, has given out to 
the newspapers a letter to Senator Hill, ac- 

-cusing him of disgraceful irregularities, and 
the publication of this letter will perhaps in- 
duce Mr. Hill to call for another investigation, 
inasmuch as part of the accusation is that he 
has made appointments in the Senate for rea- 
sons which, if substantiated, would certainly 
be an insult to the Senate. It is understood 
to-night that Mr. Kellogg is in earnest and 
means to have an investigation. It would be 
well if both houses would show a. more 
or sense of their dignity and honor.

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The Arid Government Lands. 
{From the New York Times.] 


In the arid public lands of the remote West, 
including Arizona, Dakota, Idaho, Colorado, 
Nevada. Montana, New Mexico, Utah, Wvo- 
ming, and parts of Kansas, Nebraska,Oregon, 
‘Texus, With Washington and the Indian Ter- 
ritories, there are.in round numbers, not 
less than $0),000,000 acres. Not one per cent 
of all this land bas as yet been sold by the 
Government, and it will not be sold for many 
years unless some means be found to supply 
it With water. It has been proposed latelv to 
sink experimental artesian wWelis on the arid 
land,in order to irrigate it. Government 
surveys show that 200,000,000 acres of the 
whole are mountainous, and that they could 
not be rendered fertile with any quan- 
tiiy of water. An equal amount of 
land consists of lava-beds, withou: 
either soil or vegetation. and of desert 
plains of drifting sand. This leaves 500,000,000 
acres of plainand valley susceptible of high 
cuitivation, if thev only had water. But a 
verv small percentage of this can, under the 
most favorable circumstances, be reclaimed by 
using, however efficiently, the rivers aud smal! 
streams, and a great deal now employed for 
pasturage has such scanty grass that twenty- 
tive acres are oiten needed for the support of 
each head of cattle. In Coloradoaloae there 
are $],000,000, acres of such poor land,capabie, 
with proper irrigation, of producing twenty- 
five to thirty bushels of wheat to an acre. The 
West wants Congress to appropriate $50,000 
for boring artesian wells,and it is believed by of 
some the ablest geologist that the wells coulda 
be sunk. Private enterpris® will not undertake 
the experiment; but, if the experiment were 
once made successful, there would be abun- 
dunt capital to carry on a work which would 
prove to be of inestimable value.

hospitarities of Napoleon IIil., and of his 
leaving Paris that night under an assumed 
pame ratner than put himself under obiiga- 
tions to an Emperor of whom - he 
entertained no very favorable _ opin- 
ion. Gossip even named him as_ the 
Baron de Maincy, andthe people called him 
master of one of the oldest baronies in the 
Provinces. His manners were those of a cour- 
tier, and us his command of money was appa- 
rently unlimited, and he gave the most de- 
lightful dinners, and did not hesitate to pre- 
sent a rare gem to any friead who admired it, 
he wes the lion of a New York circie in which 
titles are worshiped. It is stated on good au- 
thority, that about the year 1866 he became 
engagedto a young lady of one of tne oldest 
and proudest American families. His pre- 
tensions were investigated by ber friends, and 
it was ascertained that the Baron de Maincy 
was a real personage, but that he was fiuan- 
cially bankrupt. The marriage was aqpord- 
ingly broken off. In those days he was one 
of the most striking personages upon our 
fasbionable promenades. His elegant figure 
faultless toilets, large display of jeweled 
trinkets and dashing style were the admira- 
tion of young ladies and the envy of their 
plain republican escorts. The Baron’s re- 
sources, whatever their origin, became ex- 
hausted after awhile, and the connojpseur in 
wines descended to lager beer and vin ordin- 
aire, and to eke outa precarious subsistence 
by giving lessons in modern languages at the 
lowest possible rates. He was still raceived 
in good society, and the collatious sei ved at 
receptions now and then served him as substi- 
tutes for meagre dinners at low-priced res- 
taurants. : ; 

A week ago last Monday he was taken ill, 
and a physician, who had attended him in bet- 
ter days, prescribed quinine and rest. His 
disease soon developed into pleuro-pneumonia, 
and on Thursday afternoon he was removed 
to the German Hospital, where he died at 3 
o’clock on Friday afternoon last. <A few 
friends contributed the amount necessary to a 
decent burial aud thus saved the remains of 
the Baron de Maincy from the Potter’s Field. 
It is stated that while he was at the hospital 
his pocket-book, containing many valuable 
papers, disappeared mysteriously,and that no 
clue to the present possessor has been obtain- 
ed. On the other hand, some who knew him 
intimataly express the opinion that he iutrust- 
ed the papers to a person who had Known him 
from buyhood and that they wili be duly trans- 
mitted to his relative in France. His landlady 
guys the pocket-book contained $6 in money, 
besides pawn-tickets for valuables worth re- 
deeming, which may account for her anxiety 
to trace it. 

A few facts only can be gleaned respecting 
the personal bistory of M. Charles, Baron de 
Maincy, hitherto received in New York socie- 
ty as Dr. Hector Carlos. His birth-place was 
near the ancient City of Treves, and he was 
forty-eight years of age. When a mere lad 
his father died, and he inherited an ample for- 
tune, under the guardianship of an old friend 
of the family, whose granddaughter now re- 
sides in this city. He was educated in a Ger- 
man uulversity, and returned to his native 
Province a striking figure, with curling light 
bair falling over his shoulders, and many ec- 
centricities. He soon disagreed with his 
cautious old guardian, who detested long 
hair apd was not inclined to encourage ex- 
truvagance. Upon attaining his majority and 
assuming possession of bis fortune, he plung- 
ed into the whirlpool of Paris life, where his 
wild extravagance, his eccentricities, his 
wealth ond ancient lineage rendered him one 
of the topics of the day. Here he married, 
under an assumed name, a woman whois 
believed to be still tiving. Loavolved in 
political difficulties, he escaped from France 
with all the movable resources at his com- 
mand, but not from attainder and contfisca- 
tion, and emigrated tothe United States, ar- 
riving inthis city in the summer of 1366. 
Here he setout anew upon a career of eccen- 
tricity and extravagance which soon Wasted 
bis slender resources and left him stranded. 
The last words his guardian said to him be- 
fore he went to Paris were: ‘*You will spend 
your fortune and be buried in the potter’s 
field.’’ He recalled these words to the old 
gentieman’s granddaughter, who visited him 
in his Jast iliness. ‘The old man’s words 
have followed me, you see,’’ he said. 

YOUTHFUL VAQUEROS. 
Daring Feats Performed on Horse- 
back by a Boy and Girl.

A gentleman who lives on the Stanislaus 
River, close to its junction with the San Joa- 
quin, told a Mail reporter this morning what 
he never would have believed. had he net 
known his informant to be quite trustworthy. 
Ile s2id that pear his place are a boy and a 
girl, the former about i2 and the other about 
14 years of age, who frequently jump into the 
saddle in the morning and ride all day among 
droves of wild cattle which would surely gore 
them to death should they become unseated. 
Both carry lariats, and if they see a calf in the 
drove that has escaped being marked they run 
on to it, the boy throwing his rope and catch- 
ing it by the head and the girl by the feet, 
after which the ears and brisket are duly cut. 
But thisis not all. Onthe ranch isa large 
bottom of undergrowth, in which roam hun- 


dreds of wild hogs. Of these 
the boars are perfectly ferocious, and 
will fight when pressed the least bit. The 


children, mounted on their well-trained horses, 
and carrying in their hands the lasso, which 
they so skillfully handle, dash headlong after 
these hogs over all sorts of ground, up and 
down steep banks, catching one out of nearly 
every drove they scare up. Last summer they 
caught overthirty in this manner. When the 
lasso is thrown on the mNead and feet of the 
hog, ana he is stretched out so that he can do 
no harm, the boy gets down from his horse 
and ties the hog’s feet with pieces of rope car- 
ried along for the purpose. His horse stands 
as firmly without as witha rider, being trained 
to that work and never having done any other. 
A wagon is sent for the hog, -vhich is placed 
in a strong pen and soon tamed so that he can 
be fatted for the market. A few days ago, 
the boy was riding iv the undergrowth, when 
he started upa deer. Putting spurs to his 
horse, he got near enough to the deer to throw 
his lasso un to its horns, but he did not have 
time to fasien the other end of the lasso to his 
saddle before the fleet-footed animal was off 
with rope and ajl. These children have been 
riging constantly ever since they were big 
enough to sit on a horse.

e town of Fort Hamilton, Long Isiand, 
wa for along time the home wf the weli- 
known thief “*Red’’ Leary, andit is partly 
due to this fact that the piace, which years 
ago Was a summer resort of some pretentions, 
has not been entirely forgotten. To the visitor 
who bas a curiosity tosee the place of ren- 
dezvous of the most noted criminals in the 
country, a hotel is pointed out, standing at a 
remote corner of the village. Thisis the At- 
lantic Hotel, formerly the property of “Red 
Leary, and for several years conducted by 
him. Whenhe wae mom Se | circum- 
stances to quit the place, the hetel fell into 
the bunds of ‘‘Joe’? Guss, a well-known prize 
tighter. oF oe 
“The Learys came here some time in 1874,” 
said an oflicia) of Fort Hamilton in conversa- 
ticn recently. ‘*Mrs. Leary--@who seemed to 
carry the money-b.g—DLought a house, where 
they lived quietly for some time. Before 
many mouths, however, the house burned 
down. Que duy Leary said to me that by the 
fire he had lost $26,000 in United States bonds 
—every cent he usd in the world. This was 
unly a short time after the Northampton Bank 
robbery... Then they bought the Atlantic 
Hotel, of which a sporting man by the name 
of . Scott .was proprietor. While the 
house was- kept by the Learys it 
was frequented by some of _ the 
most notorious bank robbers and thieves tn 
the country. Among them were: ‘Shank’ 
Draper, ‘Jim’ Brady, ‘Johnny’ Hope, *Toin’ 
Davis, ‘Jim’ Hoyle, ‘Jim’ Dolan and the bond 
forgers, Gleason and Roberts. To these may 
pe added William Scott, an accomplished 
cket-handkercbief thief, and Molly Hol- 
rook and Molly Wheeler—two noted women 
thieves. Nothing particular happened while 
they were bere that outsiders could see. ‘They 
appeared to come. down for quiet time 
merely, and spent most of the dav and even- 
ing talking and drinking in the bar-room. In 
the matter of dress they were very careless as 
a rule while at the hotel. But when they set 
out on an expedition they dressed in the, 
height of fashion; their clothes were not only 
of a {ushionable cut, but ef good material. 

**No, there was never any ¢oc-fighting or 
cock-fighting. ‘Red’ Leary would never allow " 
any sport of that kind, toeugh there was a 
room in the house formerly used for that pur- ; 
— He would go any distance to see a prize- 

git. He arranged a fight between Seddons 
and Chambers on one occasion, which took 
piace in the neighborhood one morning before 
daylight. Owing to his muscular build and 
great strength, Leary himself, though not a 
prize-fighter, was a terror to professional pu- 
yilists. To note the estimation ‘Red’ Leary 
and his wife were held in was amusing. Some 
of the people of the village were free to say 
that he was one of the best of men; and in 
justice it may be said that when he heard 
of any one being in need of heip he put his 
hand in his pocket for their relief. His wife, 
Kate, also bore the reputation of having 
a generous disposition. This much is true, 
whenever she happened in a bar-room in the 
village she invariably ordered the bartender 
to suit the tastes of everybody who chanced to 
be in. When anybody came to the hotel that 
either of them had a fancy for, a basket of wine 
was sent for, apd there was no such thing as 
refusing. A man, who evidently had enjoyed 
Kate’s hospitality, said this morning that 
*Kate Leary was a fine fellow; there’s not a 
smarter girl to be found anywhere than Kate 
Leary.’ Much of the same kind of comment | 
is to be heard among a certain class of the in- 
habitants. 

‘*Before ‘Red’ Leary began playing for big 
prizes, he operated on a small scale through- 
out the country. He had associated with him 
‘Jim’ Brady, ‘Jim’ Dolan, Molly Wheeler, 
Moijly Holbrook and his wife Kate. They 
visited, for the most part, covftry fairs and 
places where a crowd of people was to be 
found. Dolanand Brady were the ‘stalls,’ 
the women of the party were the ‘wires,’ and

Leary himself wus the ‘slugger.’ It was 
the part of the ‘stalls’ to select 
the victim and to engage his attention 


by asking him questions, tipping up his 
bat or otherwise annoying him. Atanoppor- 
tune momentthe wome.—‘wires’—set their 
nimble tingers to work rifling his pockets. 
‘Red’ Leary’s part, asthe ‘slugger,’ was to 
strike a blow in case discovery made it neces- 
sary and to coverthe retreat of the ‘wires’ 
and ‘stalls.’ When they came back from the 
country fair tours, it is said, they usually had 
an abundance of money.”’ 

There is scarcely one of al] the persons who 
frequented the Atlantic inthetime of the 
Learys that is not now serving out a sentence 
in some prison. Kate Leary went last sum- 
ner to Cincinnati to live with her husband’s 
mother. It is generally supposed at Fort 
Hamilton that ‘*Red” Leary, aiter his escape 
from Ludlow Street Jail, wentto Cincinnati, 
and is now there or at some place not far from 
that city.

Honiton lace owes its great reputation to 
its sprigs, Which were at first woven into the 
grourd, but latterly ** applique, ’’ or sewn on 
the ground. In the course of the last century 
the making ofthe plain net ground on the 
pillow was a separate branch of the trade. Tne 
net was beautiful and regular, but expensive, 
as may be judged from the fact that the thread 

*by which some of the finer «ualities were 
made cost as much as $350 to $525 per pound 
weight. The worker was paid in arather 
curious fashion. The lace ground was spread 
out and covered with shillings, and a8 many 
coins as the piece would accummodate were 
the reward of the maker. It was no uncom- 
mon thing to 
when the business was in its palmy daye. The 


severe blow tothe peculiar industry of De- 
vonshire, and it threatened to beeome alto- 
gether extinct. Mrs. Bury Palliser records 
that when wedding lace was required for Her 
Majesty Queen Victoria it was with difficulty 
the necessary numbers of workers could be 
obtained to make it. It was undertaken by 
Miss Jane Bidney, who caused the work to be 
executed in the small fishing hamlet of Beer 
and its environs. The dress cost $5,000; it was 
composed entirely of Honiton sprigs, con- 
nected with pillow by a variety of openwork 
stitches; but the patterns were immediately 
destroyed, so it cannot be reproduced. 

The bridal dresses of the Princess Royal, 
the Princess Alice and the Princess of Wales 
were allof Honiton point, the patterns con- 
sisting of national flowers, ferns, etc. Many 
of the more experienced hands find employ- 
ment in restoring and remaking old lace, and 
the ingenuity they display in this direction is 
said to be marvelous,

A dispatch from Clearfield, Pa., says that 
the disagreement upon the question of wages 
between the coaieoperators and miners has 
resulted in a general strike of the colliers 
throughout the Clearfield region. The conflict- 
ing elements both stubboraly maintain the po- 
sition they have assumed, and the prospect 
for anearly or amicable sdjustment of the 
difficulty is anything but bright. The operat- 
ors say the action of the strikers is uncalled 
for and foolish, as the present state of the 


coal market will not permit of any 
concession of the demand they 
make. They (the  operaters) do not 


intend to retreat frum the ~~ they have 
tuker?in the matter, and it is dowarirht folly 
for the men to expect any alteration of their 
determitation. On the vuther band, the co!l- 
liers, who are an intelligent and shrewd class 
of men, assert thatthe operators are abua- 
dantly ableto agree to the proposition the 
strikers have presented for their acveptance. 
Their employers’ action is regarded as very 
unwarranted and unjust, and will, it is assert- 
ed, be soon productive of greater and more 
extended complications in «quarters where 
trouble is least expected to cropout. What 
is meant by the latter statement the malcon- 
tents decline to auswer. Itis presumed, how- 
ever, that it means the mimers generally 
throughout the bituminous coal regions are 
preparing fora grand and -general ‘‘stand 
out. 

The situation of Houtzdale, where tlic 
strike originated, remains perfectly. calm, 
- notwithstanding the fact that certain reckless 
characters have threatened to inaugurate 
lawlessness. The respectable and bonest 
wniners, while they have ‘getermined to hold 
out to the bitter end,will not allow themselves 
to be drawn inte the commission of overt acta, 
either upon persons or property, as they are 
fully aware of the fact that they will fatally 
injure theircause oy resorting to extreme or 
lawless measures of any kind. Should the 
strike become general throughout the coal 
fields and incorporate the districts wherea 
Moliie Maguire element largely predominates, 
there is every possibility of the outcropping 
of outlawry. To frustrate any illicit opera- 
tions upon the part of the wicked spirits 
smong the mining population, the coal and 
iron police has been strengthened, and the 
coal works are doubly guarded day aod night. 

The number of malcontent miners at Houtz- 
daie is about 3,000, while these at Irwin and 


4,40 and 5,000. If the colliers employed by 
the Penn Coal and Westmoreland companies 
strike, the already large army of strikers wiil 
be swelled to nearly 20,00) men. The dissat- 
isfied men are holding secret meetings, and it 
is currently reported that the strike will be- 
come a generai aud widely extended one by 
Monday next. The opinion prevails among 
ull classes of colliery operatives that improper 
organization was the cause of the miners’ 
failure in the Monongahela, Allegbeny and 
neighboring districts, and it is tuought the 
plan of Secretary Jones,of the Western Penn- 
rvyivania Miners’ Union, 
rome time early this month, will be inore suc- 
cessful and satisfactory inits results to the 
miners in tbe Western part of the State, who 
are alleged to be laboring under the unjust 
and galiing yoke of oppression, which is en- 
forced by grasping Operators and unscrupu- 
ious corporations.

The immense extent which steam has 
reached in navigation is shown by the fact 
that last Saturday twenty-two steamers suiied 
from this port, one of wkich was bound for 
Bombay. On Sunday seven steamers arrived. 
The only class of* sailing vessels which’ can 
still maintain rivalry with steam is the schoon- 
er. This is due to the fact that the latter can 
calTy freight cheaper to accessible ports than 
any other vessel.

The extent of buildin 
operations at prevent is shown by the fact that 
ten of these vessels were laden with lime, 
while fourteen had cargoes of lumber.

CAPT. EADS’ BOOM. 

Only a few days ago De Lesseps was the 
hero of the day. The genius who succeed- 
ed at Suez seemed almost certain to succeed 
at Panama. 

To-day it seems as well settled as any- 
thing can be that is still in the future that 
De Lesseps’ scheme of building a canal at 

-anama is practically dead. 

The man who did this with his little 
hatchet, so to speak, was Capt. Eads, of 
this city. 

But while the scheme of Lesseps is 
wrecked, the scheme of Capt. Eads to 
build a ship railway seems to grow in pub- 
lic favor the more it is discussed and exam- 
ined. 

Nearly all the leading journals of the 
land give Capt. Eads more or less ofa 
‘hoom’’ in his great undertaking. The 
New York 7ri/une, in the course of an able 
review of the whole question, says this: 

As for Captain Eads’ own plan, it certainly 
deserves the most thorough consideration. If, 
as he believes, a railway can be built for half 
the cost of a canal, which will carry ships 
from ocean to ocean with entire safetv to hulls 
and cargoes, then the cunal project should be 
abandoned. The practicability of taking ships 
out of wateris nota matter of doubt, for itis 
done by dry-docks in every great seaport city 
Inthe world, nud the transportation of a dry- 
dock with its burden across an almost level 
country would not seem to be an impossible 
feat of engineering. That there woald be no 
difficult grades on the Isthmus to overcome is 
proved by the fact that a tide-water canalis 
feasible. If the ground is solid enough to sup- 
port so heavy a weight as a movable dock con- 
tuining a four thousand ton steamer and her 
cargo, the construction of a broad railroad 
with numerous reils and of a dock with steam 
machinery powerfulenough to move it would 
seem possible. At all eventsthe advocacy of 
the railroad plan by sosuccessiul an engineer 
as Captain Eads relieves it atthe startof all 
euspicion ot beinga mere visionary scheme, 

The Springtield (Mass.) PRepublican, an- 


other exceptionally able journal, Says :. 

James 5. Eads, whose enterprises up to the 
Mississippi jetties had yielded him more glory 
than dividends, proposes a ship railway across 
the isthmus as cheaper and surerthana canal 
cut to the water-level, like that of De Lesseps, 
Or one with locks, asis proposed on the Nica- 
raguaroute. Asaship-wuay across the isthmus 
isin any Case an experiment bothin construc- 
tion and in its influenceon trade, there is a 
great deal ot strength in Kads’ plea: that the 
cheapest plan should be tried. Thereis noth- 
ing whatever impossible in a ship railway. 
Ships of 2,500 tons burden are now passing suc- 
cesstully over a ship railway in France, and 
there would be no difficulty whateverin carry- 
ing vessels of 5,000 tons and upward over such 
alailway itit was built for them. The cost, 
about $50,000,000, is not halt what a lock 
canal would cost and not a quarter the cost of a 
sea-level canal, whose difliculties multiply un- 
der the inspection of engineers in a way to dis- 
courage any one but De Lesseps. 


We do not know whether Capt. Eads 
will succeed in this latest and greatest of 
his remarkable works. But we do know 
that he deserves to sueceed. There is no 
man in the country who combines a greater 
variety of intellectual qualities and exercises 
greater influence upon people he desires to 
influence. He is, truly, a genius.

it Will Be Composed of Over 800 Dele- 
gates. pe 

The basis of representation for the Moberly 
Convention as fixed by the Democratic Cen- 
tral Committee yesterday ig expressed in the 
following language: , ' 

‘*Three delegates of each Represcniative 
district and one for every 5) [emocratic 
votes or fraction: of 250 votes in excess of the 
n00 cast at the last general election. for tue 
Democratic candidate for President, except 
in the city and county of St. Louis, which 
shall be entitled to three delegates for each 
Representative, and one far each 50) votes or 
fraction thereof in excess of 250 cast in each 
Representative district at the last general 
election for the Democratic candidate for Su- 
preme Judge.’’ 

According to this rule the convention will 
be the largest ever held in the State.

THE ROW. 

It appears that Mollie Jones was leaving the 
Hynilding to procure some beer aud was met 
inthe hallway by Fitzgerald, wiv, as she 
claims, abused her roundly, and ou replying 
tobim she was scalded by having some hot 
jiquidthrown ather. The O’friens then 
made for Fitzgerald with a poker, as théy al- 
lieve. but more likely with # hatchet, as the 
latter instrument was found tu-day covered 
with blood. There appear to be some con- 
flicting accounts as who ‘actually struck 
the blows, but the result of the 
affair Wus that Fitzgerald received, severe 
wounds. including a fracture of the frouatal 
bone unmediately over, the nose, a deep gash 
on ibe top of the head, a cut along the base of 
the skull and a severe wound 
along the. right cheek. His right 
arm was also broken from a_ blow 
received in warding off the instrument used 
with such telling effect. The row occurred 
inthe dark ball and it will be difficult to 
prove which of the O’ Briens used the hatchet 
with perhaps fatal effect. -The two O’Briens 
were prowptly arrested and placed in the 
hold-over. !

He denies 
that he had anything to do with the 
row last night, as he said

It is 
thought that Fitzgerald wiil dic of his 
niuries, in which case the  Coroner’s 
incuest Will bring out some facts not yet made 
puviicin eonnection with the affair.

Mr. Eads Explains his Plan to the House 
Canal Committee. 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—Captain James B. 
Eads appeared before the Committee on the 
interoceanic Canal this morning, and coutinu- 
ed bis argument in support of bis plan of an 
interoceanic ship railroad. It was.one of the 
rules of shipbuilding that aship should be so 
strong that if it were supported by blovks at 
each end it would not break down in the mid- 
die, and ifsupporied inthe middle it would

naval const: uctor, had stated*to him that in 
launching the Northumberland, which was; 
40 feet in length, the vessel had stuck on the 
ways With 150 feet of her lengta overhanging. 
She had an iron plaiting on, which was a load 
equaltothat of the cargo of the largest mer- 
chant vessel, and bad remained in that posi- 
tionfor two months without suffering the 
slightest injury. He statedthat werea vessel

The Chairman—Could a ship so loaded be 
carried across a railroad, such as you propose, 
without bursting and without injury? 

Captain EKEads—Not a doubt of it inthe 
world. The cradle is designed to have a gal- 
ley of plate iron, and this could give great 
support if necessary; but it would be entirely 
unnecessary. 

Captain Kads explained that if 1,200 wheels 
were piaced under the car, 100 wheels to each 
rail, tbe strain upon the track would be 
comparatively slight. 

The Chairman—Suppose a wheel should 
become derailed. Have vorf thought of aay 
ineans of raising the mass? 

Captain Eads—Any wheel that meets with 
an accident can be taken out witnout the pos- 
sibility of derailing the whole car or cradle. If 
one rail,or two or three of the twelve were ‘\re- 
moved or displaced, the others would be ample 
to carrythe weight of the ship. 
them could easily carry the weight. The rate 
of speed which 1 would advocate would not 
exceed twelve miles per hour. 

In reply toa question as to the best route 
for a ship railway. Captain Hads stated that it 
was possible that a grade of not over thirty 
feettothe mile could be found at Panama. 
Fifty-three. feet to the mile was practicable at 
Tehuantepec, and he was satistied that less 
than that could be obtained at Nicaragua. Li 
was bard to tell which would pe the preferable 
route without making further examinations.
